libel. You can be sent to jail for it. 
The attitude of the law in distinguishing between 


i the two offenses was thoroughly sensible, although 


it occasionally led to apparent injustices. A man 
might make a slanderous speech without going to 
jail for it, but if an editor printed the speech with- 


out in any way indorsing it, he might be impris-. 


oned. The law made that distinction because it 
knew that the printed word, generally speaking, 
reached farther than the spoken word. It was 
also more deliberate and more permanent. 

The radio has gone a long way toward breaking 
down the old distinction. Before the radio it was 
a physical impossibility for a man to address more 
than a few thousand people at a time. However 
closely they’were packed about him, his voice was 
not strong enough to carry to a crowd of more 
than 10,000 or 15,000. That was the size of the 
crowd at most of the Lincoln-Douglas debates. 
When Borah, Lenroot, and the others debated the 
world court, their voices were heard by hundreds 
of thousands. When Coolidge speaks over the 
radio and the stations across the continent are 
linked together, his voice is heard by millions. 
The printed word no longer is alone in providing 
a vast audience. The radio audience may be pre- 
sumed to be quite as large. The damage to society 
and the individual from malicious use of the radio 


may often be quite as great and quite as deliberate 
as the damage from malicious use of the press. 


The law needs modifying to take radio into 
The man at the microphone ought to be 
held to account like the editor at his desk. New 


legislation will be required unless the courts can /

| ing one ‘such pair. Two women, now 
/more than 30 years of age, were sep- 
|arated almost immediately after birth. 
One was raised on a farm in quiet, se- 
| date circumstances. The other grew up 
'in a home where there was consider- 
able excitement. One lived as they live 
in the open spaces of Wyoming; the 
other grew up in Arizona. Everything 
| indicated that they were true twins, not 
‘only born at the same birth to the same 
mother, and having the same father, but 
| that they both resulted from one cell. 
| Careful examinations established the 
fact that they were identical twins, the 
probabilities in that direction being 
about four hundred to one.

The two women were the same height 
to within one-half. inch. They were 
within one pound of being the same 
wejght. Their heads were of the same 
shape. They were both potentially left 
handed. Their grips were the same. 
The hair and the iris color were the 
same. Both had some defective teeth 
and the tooth defects were the same. 
Both of them had the same asymmetries 
in the incisor teeth, the iris, and on 
the lower lip. The blood of both showed 
that they belonged to blood group II. 
The finger print patterns of the. right 
hand of one were similar to those of 
the left hand of the other. The nails 
were alike. The expression of the fea- 
tures was alike. Both had had tuber- 
culosis and had succeeded in reducing 
the disease to the latent or inactive 
stage. The disease developed at the 
Same age in both. Both were ener- 
getic, with a tendency to overdo. Both 
were capable, popular, and very agree- 
able. Both had mental alertness, in- 
terest, and intelligent curiosity. Both 
read voraciously. There had been con- 
siderable difference in the amount of 
schooling they had had. When the va- 
rious intelligence tests were applied it

The tests used were many. Some of 
them were not supposed to be influenced 
by the fact that the subject tested had | 
or had not educational advantages. One 


important conclusion at which Prof. 
Mueller arrived was that we need some 
new tests for mental alertness. The 


careful study he made of these twins) 
convinced him that our measuring tools—_ 
to wit: the intelligence tests—need sub- 


stantial modification. 

It is not possible to conclude from this 
one study just how far heredity and how 
far environment contribute toward the 
makeup of the individual. More obser- 
vations of a similar kind are needed.

Pyorrhea is rare 
in youth, but it is common in middie life. 

Taken early, it can be cured. Taken later, 
it can be held stationary. Taken very late, 
it causes loss of teeth one by one. It 
calls for treatment by X-rays and other local 


treatments.

Football, in its beginnings, was the exclusive ‘ 


game of the Big Three. Gradually it crept west: 
ward, where it came under the influerice of the 
breezy western spirit and of the west’s game; 
basketball. It was discovered that a football could 
be thrown by hand as well as carried tucked under 
the arm or propelled by the leg muscles. 

The open style of play was born. The boy the 
Big Three had let travel west wasn't recognizable 
when he went back home. He had changed so. 
Also, to the east’s concern, it was fouhd that the 
boy from the west with his new tricks could lick 
the boy that had stayed at home at least half the 
time, if not more. 

It was up to the east to do something, and it did. 
Sensibly, it added to its conservative style of foot- 
ball the methods evolved in the west.

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HUMAN DAIRIES 
GET UNDER WAY 


Lives of 500 babies will be saved 
before January. 1927, with milk fur- 
nished by young mothers to Chicagos 
rew “human dairies,” Dr. Herman N. 
Bundesen, health commissioner. pre- 
dicted last night. 


Examination yesterday of the first 


group of women to volunteer the sale 


of their excess mi'k were satisfactory, 
Dr. Bundesen said, and-within a few 
days a supply will be available from 
twenty-five or thirty mothers. 
“We will pay ten cents an ounce 
for the milk and sell ite at three for 
thirty sents,’ explained the health 
commissioner. “To babies in poor 
families unable to pay, however, it 
will be furished free of charge. Our 
purpose is not to make money but to 


save lives.” 


Tests Made in Secret. 


To avoid breaking any confidences, 
Dr. Bundesen declined to say how the 
mothers tested yesterday were re- 
cruited or where the tests are conduc- 
ted. As plans progress, he said, sta- 
tions will be established in convenient 
places with experienced nurses in 
charge. | 

A :special staff, composed of two 
nurses and a woman supervisor, di- 
rected by Dr. H. O. Jones. head of the 
child welfare department, is being cre- 
ated to handle details of the work. 
Central offices will remain in the health 
department rooms at the city hall. 

Dr. Bundesén said he will call a 
conference soon of the advisory com- 
mittee of physicians which helped him 
plan the system. Eminent obstetri- 
cians and child specialists are expected 
to attend. 

Estimates of Supply. 

Discussing details of the system, Dr. 
Bundesen estimated that the daily sup- 
ply of milk from one healthy mother 
will pe between twenty-five and thirty 
ounces, in addition to the thirty ounces 
she will need for her own baby. 

At twenty-five ounces a day. the 
supply from thirty mothers, therefore 
would be 750 ounces, or almost forty- 
seven pounds of milk daily, enough 


“to feed twenty-five to thirty babies. 


This amount will be gradually in- 
creased. 

At ten cents an ounce the mothers 
will each receive $2.50 to $3 a day in 
eddition to the best fresh feod to be 
furnished them free of charge. This 
will prove a boon to many mothers 
in unfortunate financial c'rcumstances, 
the commissioner believes.

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LOAN TO BELGIUM 
ISN'T AFFECTED 
BY FRANC SLUMP 


New York, March 15.—(/)—Unsettling 
developments in the Belgian financial 
situation, occasioned by a precipitate 
drop in the franc, today caused little 
uneasiness in banking circles close to 
the Belgian government, and were hot 
regarded as serious obstacles to the 
eventual arrangement of a large interna- 
tional loan to Belgium. These reassur- 
ing views late in the day caused the 
franc to rally from its early low of 
4.06 cents to 4.25 cents. 

The sudden relapse in the currency, 
coming after a long period of relative 
stabilization around 4% cents and at a 
time when actual loan negotiations were 
scheduled to begin in London, caused 
the circulation of varied rumors. 

These range from reports that Belgium 
had decided on a more conservative 
basis, probably around 4 cents, for the

Ex- 
perts find this important factor too 
often overlooked, Poor soil will not 
grow grass successfully. 

When the grass first shows green 
scatter about 15 pounds of commercial 
fertilizer to each 1,000 square feet. A 
fertilizer testing about 4 per cent nitro- 
gen, 12 per cent phosphoric acid, and 
2 per cent potash is recommended.
